But the Public Utilities Commission denied Mountain Bell's re- 
quest to be allowed to take orders for the wire maintenance ser- 
vice over the phone without a signed contract.

Shultz, Japanese offlcials discuss trade tension 


.TOKYO (AP) — Secretary of Stale 
George P. Shultz, nearing the end of 
a Far East trip, turned his attention 
td U.S.-Japanese trade tensions Fri- 
day after being assured by South 
Korea's president that he will step 
down next year and call free elec- 
tions.
